How to solve 
drawn matches 


ABSW reader HENRY WIZGIER has 
an idea on how to decide drawn 
matches without the dreaded penalty 

shoot-out or golden goal 


ll the great debates about how to settle a drawn 

‘ootball match seem to dwell on how to solve the 
problem AFTER normal time. The standard practice 
at the moment is the unsatisfactory ‘penalty shoot- 
out’ which is of course a pure lottery and is no better 
than tossing a coin. 

There is talk about ‘sudden-death’ goals being 
introduced into the next World Cup. Which brings me to 
suggest a form of settling the issue DURING the 90 
minutes. Supposing that as well as goals, additional 
POINTS were awarded to teams but, were used only in 
the event of a draw. 

My idea is that a point be given to a team which wins a 
corner kick — PROVIDING THE BALL CROSSES THE 
GOAL-LINE WITHIN THE PENALTY BOX. These 
comer kicks are nearly always won as a result of pressure 
from the attacking side i.e. goalie tipping the ball over the 
bar or around the post, or a defender knocking it.out for 
safety. These sort of actions deserve some kind of reward 
and would surely encourage players to have a pot at goal 
more often. 

I am well aware of the fact that our beloved game is a 
religion. There is an unwritten rule that any changes in 
the game shalt not involve re-marking the sacred pitch, 
that is why I advocate using the existing penalty box 
markings. Also, the sacred scarcity of the holy GOAL, 
must be preserved. Talk of POINTS in football smacks of 
all these bastardised ovai-ball games played by English 
‘private’ schools, northerners and ex-colonials (plus, for 
some mysterious reason, the French). That’s okay, the 
points I’m referring to can easily be called ‘Penalty- 
Comers’ and would be hidden away in parentheses. Thus, 
we could have something like this: 


WORLD CUP FINAL RESULT: 
BRAZIL 0 ITALY 0 
(Brazil win 2-1 on Penalty corners) 


Yes, dear reader, had my system been used in USA ‘94, 
we would all have been spared that extra 30 minutes of 
unbearable frustration followed by eight minutes of 
excruciating agony. (Robbie Baggio, if no-one else, would 
find this interesting, I am sure). Bebeto’s 16th minute 
shot which was deflected for a ‘Penalty comer’ would 
have received a roar from the Brazilian supporters 
instead of a groan of disappointment, for it would have 
put them 0-0 (1-0 on penalty comers) into the lead. 

Get the idea? The second half would have been really 
set alight after Robbie Baggio’s equalising ‘penalty 
comer’ in the 60th minute, after pressurising Marcio 
Santos into knocking the ball out. 0-0 (1-1). 

In the 67th minute, an innocuous bit of dribbling by 
Brazilian full-back Cafu on the edge of the penalty area, 
resulted in Maldini giving away what turned out to be the 
‘winning penalty comer’. But that’s not all! 

Controversy in the 87th minute as Cafu’s shot is 
deflected over the penalty-box/goal-line. The Hungarian 
referee gives an ‘ordinary corner’ to howls of protest 
from angry Brazilians both on and off the field. The 
Brazilians thus have to hang on to their (2-1) ‘Penalty 
corner’ lead. 

As you may have gathered, I must be one of the few 
non-Brazilian’s who has not only ‘not recorded over’ my 
World Cup Final video recording — but actually watched 
it all the way through — AND ENJOYED IT! Yes, for 
despite the lack of goals it wasn’t a bad game and of 
course I wanted to test out my ‘penalty-corner’ theory. 

In fact, this idea would not only have given us a result 
in normal time but, more importantly, it would have 
Teflected the true course of the match. 

I think only an Italian would deny the fact that Brazil 
thoroughly deserved to win that World Cup Final for, 
apart from the 2-1 (comer-points) result, they also hit the 
woodwork once, which made me think, how about also 
giving a ‘penalty-comer’ for hitting the woodwork? This 
would have given Brazil an overwhelming 3-t (possibly 
4-1) victory.

Dear Sir, 

The People's Game. I 
think I got a clearer insight 
into the meaning of this term 
when I attended the 
Australia -v- West Ham 
game. As I listened to the 
Tepertoire of songs and jibes 
of a particularly well 
credentialed Londoner I 
realised how poorly we 
compare to those people 
who take a football team to 
their heart and use the 
weekly contest as a reason 
for a social gathering. 

The songs and detailed 
knowledge of player, club, 
manager and town quirks 
and traits is a public airing of 
their shared interest as a 
community. The game itself 
with the tension that comes 
with a low scoring contest, 
with a heavy emphasis on 
presence of mind and subtle 
skills gives glorious focus to 
the social gathering, 

This gathering of the clan, 
so to speak, has taken years 
to build its customs and 
practices in stark contrast to 
say the American way of 
trying to achieve the same 
end using overt promotion 
and gimmickry. 

In Australia we sort of 
stand nowhere in particular. 
Our crowds are inhibited 
because not everyone is full 
bore about a club whose 
focus is its migrant origin.

ive years ago the odds of 
Sydney Olympic 
appointing a 31-year-old 
female lawyer as the club’s 
general manager would have 
been astronomical. 
But the glamour club, known 
for its rapid-fire sacking of 


coaches and constant player 
discontent, has done just that. 
Lydia Dowse, a self-confessed 
“armchair specialist” when it 
comes to soccer, was announced 
last week as the full-time general 
manager at Olympic. 
She replaces former club 
stalwart, Gary Meier. 
Her top priority is to bring in

sponsorship dollars, but her brief 
also demands that she promote the 
club, liaise with the media, work 
out contracts with players and 
coaches, and generally introduce 
professionalism to a club which so 
often makes the headlines for the 
wrong reasons. 

Dowse, for seven years a 


solicitor with high-profile firm 
Gadens Ridgeway, says she has no 
illusions about Olympic’s 
turbulent history. 

“I am aware of Olympic’s past 
performances,” Dowse told 
ABSW. 

“But the club genuinely want to 
change that situation — and they 
have to in order to stay in the 
league. 

“I am certainly committed to 
doing things. professionally and 
properly.” 

Dowse was recommended to 
Olympic by Steve Thompson, a 
lecturer in Sports Management at 
the University of Technology, 
Sydney. 

She is currently studying for a 
Masters degree in Sports 
Management at the UTS, and has 
done sports-related work as a 
solicitor. 

Her love of the game, plus a 
desire to work in sports 
Inanagement, persuaded Dowse to 
put her legal career on hold, and 
take the job at Olympic. 

“I’m giving up a lot, but I’m 
also gaining a lot,” she said. 

“The game is changing under 
David Hill’s direction, and I’m 
looking forward to something new 
and exciting. 

“The ASF will demand things 
are done properly. [Olympic] 
must go on board, or miss the 


boat.” 

If only it were that simple. 

Olympic are infamous for their 
instability, having used six coaches 
over the past three seasons. 

Threats of strikes by players 
owed back wages have also 
contributed to the turmoil at the 
club. 

And the recent NSL season 
even saw Olympic’s fanatical 
supporters desert Leichhardt Oval. 

Despite these obstacles, Dowse 
is undaunted by the task ahead of 
her. 

She believes the first priority is 
to treat the general public 
professionally. 

From now on, Olympic will be 
promoted as open and accessible 
to its fans. 

“To give the board credit,” she 
says, “they have taken the 
opportunity to project a new 
image to the outside world, and 
that is a progressive way to go 
about things. 

“What they’ve done is to fall in 
line with what David Hill is doing. 

“Because I’m not typical of 
what’s come before me,” she adds, 
in probably the understatement of 
the year.

What can AuStralia learn?

you had asked 
even the most 
ardent soccer 


supporter in Australia 
only five years ago to 
name a Japanese 
soccer team you might 
have got answers such 
as Tokyo, Hyundai or 
Seiko. 

Now it is different, for in 
the last three years there 
has been an ever- 
increasing number of 
Japanese teams that 
have come to Australia in 
either pre-season or in 
their unique mid-season 
break. 

The J-League is played 
in two separate mini 
seasons and the winner 
of each mini season plays 
off in the Japanese 
equivalent of the Grand 
Final. This double break 
allows the national teams 
at all levels to play 
prestigious international 
fixtures such as the 
tecent challenge match 
against Ausiraiia or their 
own prestigious 
tournament, the Kirin 
Cup. 

The idea of J-League 
teams coming to 
Australia started with 
Grampus Eight who 
trained in Tasmania in 
1993. Of course, the big 
attraction for that visit 
was the appearance of 
England international 
Gary Lineker. 

David Smith, General 
Manager of Soccer 
Tasmania, and one of the 
masterminds behind this 
early visit said: “It was a 
tremendous boost for 
soccer in Tasmania and it 
gave our elite players an 
Opportunity to play 
against international 
professionals. Also it got 
soccer on TV and on the 
back page of Tasmanian 
newspapers - 
something that is 
normally impossible here. 
The local economy also 
benefited by the massive 
influx of players, staff and 
journalists. In total over 
200 people came on the 
visit and, of course, 
Tasmania was beamed 
back to potential tourists 
in Japan. We will 
welcome back Japanese 
teams any day, they 


were certainly great 
ambassadors for the 
game.” 

Grampus Eight 
returned again in 1994, 
this time with a Gary 
Lineker plus Dragan 
Stojkovic, the 
Yugoslavian superstar, 
as well as coach Gordon 
Miine, the ex Liverpool 
and England star. Other 
teams have played and 
trained in other centres 
throughout Australia and 
some very strong 
relationships are being 
formed. 

Recently teams such 
as Gamba Osaka, JEF 
United, Flugels, FC 
Pulse, Sanfrecce and 
Jubilo fwata-{including 
1990 Italian. World Cup 
star, Toto Schillaci) have 
also used our facilities for 
their pre-season 
preparations. 

These visits have great 
potential for the 
Australian game. The 
chance for our elite 
players to play against 
Japanese professionals 
(and the reality is that our 
players have compared 
very favourably) and to 
play against world class 
stars. Even if some of 
these players are in their 
decline it is still a great 
honour for any player to 
say that he has marked 
Lineker, or kept Schillaci 
goal-less — there is 
nothing wrong with 
playing against a star 
whose photograph you 
had pinned up on your 
bedroom wall. In the case 
of Stojkovic it was a 
delight to watch him play 
and he certainly did 
things on the pitch that 
any player would have 
been in awe of. 

There is also the 
benefit for local coaches 
to watch international 
coaches in action. Wim 
Jansen, the star of the 
1978 Holland World Cup 
team, was coach of 
Sanfrecce and a number 


of local coaches watched 
his sessions which were 
based on the Dutch FA 
method. Gamba Osaka 
visited Canberra with 
their coach, Siggi Held, 
who won a World Cup 
Tunners-up medal in 1966 
with West Germany and 
also played in the 1970 
winning side.

Another major benefit 
for the local game is to 
observe the 
professionalism of the 
clubs. Admittedly the J-

staff. An example of their

When he was in Australia 
he took every opportunity 
to examine every aspect 
of our game with the 
intention of applying what 
he found useful to his 
own club. He was an 
exampis of a true 
professional who was 
prepared to continue 
developing his own 
knowledge. 

This continuing friendly 
relationship with J- 
League clubs nas paid 
off and a _ formal 
relationship between the 
two national associations 
has developed with 
nternational matches 
being played at youth, 
female and senior level. 
Aiso, a National Club 
Super Challange is being 
planned for the winners 
of each national league, 
which will be 2 greai 
boost for the winners of 
our own NSL.

administration has led to 
many overseas teams 
using the excellent NSW 
complex at Parklea on 
the western outskirts of 
Sydney. 

Peter Gray, President 
of Soccer NSW and one 
of the forerunners for 
Asian relationships, is 
very supportive of Asian 
developments. “Soccer 
NSW is delighted with 
our strong relationship 
with Korea,” he said. “It 
has developed over a 
number of years and is 
built on mutual trust and 
respect. We have had a 
number of tremendous 
games against the 
Korean Industrial League 
representative team 
(State League parity) and 
we are negotiating with 
both North and South 
Korean soccer authorities 
with @ view to a four-way 
home and away 
tournament. 

“That is another way in 
which soccer can cement 
relationships and 
Overcome political 
barriers. We will also be 
sending a representative 
to Asia to further 
publicise our Parklea 
complex, as ail the 
feedback we have had |s 
that the complex is 
exactly what Asian teams 
want, doth in facilities 
and the attention to 
details such as diet that 
our staff can give. in an 
economic sense the 
‘import’ dollars earned 
irom this venture are 
ploughed back into the 
facility which in turn 
means that the facilities 
will be further improved 
for the benefit of our own 
young players.” 

There is no doubt that 
the relationship between 
Australia and Asia will 
continue to strengthen 
and that both sides will 
benefit in a multitude of 
ways. Who knows, in 
2005 a fixture list may 
read Marconi v 
Sanfrecce, Jubilo jwata v 
Adelaide City, South 
Melbourne v Selangor 
etc. 

The potential of bigger 
crowds and corporate 
dollars will mean that we 
can keep many of our 
Australian stars in the 
country and give. them 
the status that they 
deserve.

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Shark attack on Premier League

F2 Premier League 
sagas have been more 
compelling than the rise 
and rise of glamour club 
Port Melbourne. 

In the history of the 
league only one story rivals 
the romance of Port’s rise to 
power. 

That was written back in 
1992, when Branko Culina’s 
North Geelong hit the finals 
at first attempt after 
promotion and capped a 
record-breaking year by 
demolishing the Melbourne 
Zebras in the grand final. 

The upstart Sharks went 
within 90 minutes of 
Tepeating the feat last year 
after a memorable frolic 
through the elimination rout, 
only to stumble against 
mighty Preston on the 
biggest day of the year. 

However, unlike North 
Geelong since “92, there has 
been no gradual fail from 
grace by the Sharks. 

In ‘95 the boys from the 
bay are back, bigger and 
bolder than before. Takis 
Svigos’ boys are undefeated 
15 games into the season and 
10 points clear at the top of 
the ladder. 

A play-off repeat is 
certain, with grand final 
success a decided possibility, 
and even the club is a little 
stunned at the progression. 

“This year has been a bit 
of a shock,” admits vice 
president Phil Diamitaris, 
one of Port’s vibrant 
administration team. 

“But, the way things have 
gone we expect to win the 
league and we believe we'll 
probably play Bulleen in the 
grand final.” 

The Sharks boast a 
remarkable 27-13-5 record in 
a little over one and a half 
seasons at this level, and 
there is no sign that bubble is 
even close to bursting for a 
Greek-backed club which is 
fast becoming the third most 
supported in the state, 
behind South Melbourne and 
Heidelberg.

EXPERIMENT 
WITH TIME-OUT 


In keeping with a directive issued by the International 
Football Association Board, the world governing body 
will carry out experiments with time-out at the Women’s 
World Cup in Sweden. 

It is planned to allow each team a two-minute time-out 
during each half, so that the coach can comment more 
directly on the way the game is developing and give 
tactical tips. Time-out may only be requested whenever 
the ball is out of play but not before set pieces such as a 
free-kick. 

The Sao Paulo regional league in Brazil has been 
conducting trials with timeout for some time as have the 
top divisions in Sweden since their season started on 
April 9 this year. These trials have, for the time being, 
been limited to one season or to a competition series, as 
the case may be.

outfit if only for a 
few years. Here on 
this site, which only 
a few years ago was 
marsh-land, is where 
Johan Cruyffs heirs 
hail from. 

“Nine out of 10 players 
that we select,” explains Co 
Adriannse, the club’s 
technical director, “come 
from Amsterdam and 
surroundings. Ninety per 
cent of them are black; 
tively youngsters and wily as 
a result of living in our 
cosmopolitan town but we 
don’t want to drag them 
away from their families and 
schools. We know only too 
well that many of them will 
not make it as players. If 
they get poor marks at 
school, then their training 
sessions are cut-down to 
allow for repeat lessons and 
— far worse for the boys — 
they Jose their place in our 
teams.” 

Louis Van Gaal, the 
senior squad’s coach who 
has been responsible for the 
junior teams for some time, 
comments, “There are 
special classrooms in our 
sports centre where qualified 
teachers conduct lessons 
between the different 
training sessions. ] know all 
our youngsters between the 
ages of six to 16 and 
congratulate them more 
often on passing their 
examinations at school than 
on giving a good 
performance on the pitch.” 

“Amsterdam’s youths,” he 
continues, “display certain 
traits from birth, such as a 
capacity for learning quickly 
and being creative, the will 
to take on a leading role, 


determination and loyalty. 
Our technical work is based 
on personalities with such 
qualities. And discipline, first 
of all mental and then 
physical, is the key 
requirement for imbuing a 
player with the Ajax aura.” 

But football has more 
than psychological and 
educational sides to it. 
Clarence Seedorf, one of 
countless promising 
youngsters who blossomed 
under Ajax says, “The focus 
point of training sessions it 
the ball itself, Only those 
who show perfect control of 
the ball in every situation 
are selected. Control is 
enchanced by speeding up 
action with the ball. The 
ability to keep possession of 
the ball in spite of a fast pace 
is, after all, the deciding 
factor in who climbs the 
ladder. An Ajax ace is 
master of the ball and can 
see in a flash where and 
when he ought to pass it to a 
teammate who is in a better 
position than himself so as 
to keep up the attack. 
We move about with 
our heads held up, 
eyes wide open, 
keeping to our 
position but with the 
greatest possible 
space, ready to put 
any brainwaves into 
action.” 

Ajax uses only one 
formation: the 3-4-3 
strategy is basic to 
every team in the 
club. “This is intended 
to facilitate 
integration into the 
senior team,” 
comments Frank 
Rijkxard, “and young § 
players have never § 
experienced any 
trouble with this 
custom. It was Rinus jf 
Michels and then 
especially Cruyff who 
first set this pattern in 
the mid-80s. It gave 
them the opportunity 


of fielding young, unknown 
players who were able to fit 
in immediately. The secret is 
in the fact that they know 
the mechanism of the game 
inside out. If you play for 
Ajax, it means that you are 
hardworking or else you 
wouldn’t have survived all 
the selections year in, year 
out. In time, those who 
make the grade develop self- 
confidence and the feeling of 
belonging to one of the best 
with a background and 
training that justifies that 
feeling.” 

Edgar Davids, another 
Ajax creation, reflects on the 
whole concept. “When you 
rise to the senior squad, then 
you know you have 
succeeded where hundreds of 
others of the same age have 
failed. The constant, 
relentless rivalry strengthens 
you mentally. We have the 
cream of the country’s 
players in our youth teams 
and all the other Dutch 
teams are forced to try 
every trick in the book to

compete with them. That’s 
how you have to tackle 
every match, non-stop for a 
period of 10 years on the 
pitch, to qualify as one of the 
best. Every Ajax player feels 


a little pride throughout his 
career and is determined to 
stay at the top. But he is 
always conscious of having 
to improve constantly 
because there are scores of

other equally gifted and 
motivated young players 
hovering in the wings ready 
to swoop into your place.” 

Frank and Ronald de 
Boer, are proof of the 
mentality of 
Amsterdam’s 
youngsters. “Everyone 
born and bred here 
actually feels superior 
to the other inhabitants 
of the Netherlands, who 
are often considered to 
be behind the times. In 
the league, we often win 
/ on goal supremacy, 
which gives a conceited 
and arrogant 
impression. But that is 
the best attitude if you 
want to win every 
game. We don’t feel 
superior to the others in 
} everyday life at all, 
although we do walk 
around with our heads 
held high. But not 
because of vanity or 
arrogance, Cruyff and 
Van Basten were the 
same.”

Praag, the driving force 
behind Ajax’ golden era, 
adds, “The legend of Cruyif 
draws youngsters to Ajax in 
droves but once they are 
there, they put it behind 
them.

Making the 
spectators happy is vital to 
our survival, considering 
that we aren’t subsidised by 
the municipality of 
Amsterdam and don’t fancy 
being taken over by an 
industrial company.” 


A COLOURFUL 
TEAM 


Today, Ajax is, for the 
most part, made up of 
coloured players where-as 
Johan Cruyff’s “dream team’ 
in the early 70s comprised 
only white footballers. 
Lining up with Frank 
Rijkaards, the first coloured 
player ever to don the Ajax 
outfit in 1981, are actually 
seven other players who, 
although born in the 
Netherlands, trace their 
roots back to Surinam, the 
former colony situated in the 
northern part of South 
America, 

Surinam was the first 
enclave to import slaves 
from Africa. They are a 
people with a sad past but 
their Ajax offspring, in terms 
of football, combine 
qualities of greatness: 
defenders Reizinger, 
Bogarde and Wijnnard, 
midfielders Seedorf, Davids 
and Wooter and striker 
Kluivert personify African 
strength, Brazilian talent and 
European culture. 


From men in top hats to kings of Europe 


Ajax came to prominence as a major 
European force only after nearly 70 
years’ of worthy domestic success, 

They grew from a meeting of half a 
dozen ambitious young footballers and a 
few interested businessmen in top hats at 
the East India Restaurant in Kalverstraat, 
now the Dutch capital’s main shopping 
street, in March 1990. 

Two years later the fledgling club was 
promoted to the Dutch third division, 
gained entry to the top flight by 1911, and 
won the league title in 1918 and 1919. 

During the 1920s English trainer Jack 
Reynolds made his mark, founding the 
Ajax side which dominated the “Golden 
1930s” when Ajax won the Dutch title 


five times in nine years. 

The arrival of professional soccer in 
the mid-1950s revolutionised the Dutch 
domestic scene and Ajax helped set up the 
premier league in 1956. 

In 1958 the Amsterdam club entered 
the European Cup for the first time, but 
fortunes dipped and only the arrival of 
Rinus Michels as coach beat off the threat 
of relegation in 1964-65. 

Michels then set about creating the all- 
conquering Ajax side of the 1970s. They 
won the league in 1966, 1967 and 1968 as 
the young Cruyff’s skills blossomed. 

In Europe, too, Ajax were becoming a 
force to be reckoned with, their exploits 
including a sensational 5-1 European Cup 


win over English champions Liverpool on 
a famous foggy night in Amsterdam in 
1966, 

Three years later Ajax because the first 
Dutch side to reach the European Cup 
final, losing 4-1 to AC Milan. 

But they were back just two seasons 
later and final wins against Panathinaikos 
(1971), Inter Milan (1972) and Juventus 
(1973) captured Europe’s premier trophy 
in a blistering trilogy founded on the 
concept of “total football” where all 
players were comfortable on the ball in 
any position. 

That side, built around Cruyff, Ruud 
Krol, Jan Neeskens, Arie Haan, Piet 
Keizer and Johnny Rep, went on to be 
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crowned World Club champions by 
beating South American champions 
Independiente in 1972. 

Cruyff, Neeskens and others then 
succumbed to the lure of the peseta and 
Ajax returned to their tradition of 
nurturing fresh talent through the club’s 
youth system. 

This spawned the new home-grown 
generation of Rijkaard, Marco van 
Basten, John Bosman, Dennis Bergkamp, 
Bryan Roy and the de Boer twins, 

The great Cruyff returned briefly as 
trainer and, in 1987, Ajax beat 
Locomotive Leipzig to capture the 
European Cup Winners’ Cup. 

By the start of the 1990s, Leo 


Beenhakker had been installed as coach 
and Ajax claimed the championship for 
the 23rd time. But European competition 
was out of bounds in the wake of crowd 
trouble during a European tie against 
Austria Vienna. 

The club returned to Europe in style in 
1992 to win the UEFA Cup against 
Torino, making Ajax only the third club 
in Europe, with Juventus and Barcelona, 
to have won all three major cups. 

Louis van Gaal was now coach and 
proceeded to build his own side, winning 
the Dutch Cup in 1993 and the 
championship in 1994. 

The club has this season captured its 
25th league title.

Argentine star Diego Maradona said he was likely to 
sign with Brazil’s Santos club and don the No.1 once 
worn by the great Pele. 

“almost everything has been agreed with Santos and my 
move there is practically definite,” the 34-year-old ex- 
Argentina captain told reporters on his return from a trip to 
Europe. 

Maradona said he had spoken to Pele, who is negotiating 
for Santos, and all that remained was “a few little things and 
my signature”. 

Maradona was still mad at his old team Boca Juniors for 
saying last week they wanted him back. The week before, the 
club had made it clear he was unwelcome there even as a 
spectator, 

“Pm not going to talk about Boca because if they won’t 
even let me go to the ground, what can I say?” he said. 

But his personal manager Guillermo Coppola Tefused to 
rule out a last-minute reconciliation with the Buenos Aires 
side. Boca president Antonio Alegre originally said 
Maradona’s presence at the stadium put pressure on the team 
after it lost 2-1 to Argentinos Juniors. 

But Boea fans who remember Maradona as the man who 
led their team to Argentine championship glory in 1981 
chanted his name and demanded him back. 

‘A week later, Alegre said Boca would negotiate to get him 
back. But Maradona had already taken offence. 

He also wanted to be hired as player and coach, while Boca 
was talking about taking him on exclusively as a player. 

“If Boca say to him ‘you can coach and play’ the contract 
with Brazil will be torn up and Diego will take the final 
decision, as always,” Coppola told reporters.

The bullet which killed 
a soccer fan during a 
match at Rio de Janeiro’s 
Maracana stadium may 
have been a stray fired 
from outside the stadium, 
a police spokesman said. 

The 32-year-old fan 
died after being hit during 
the second half of 
Saturday’s game between 
Fluminense and Bangu. 

He was in the upper 
tier of the stadium in one 
of the most expensive 
seating areas and had 
stood up to watch a 
Fluminense attack when 
he was hit, He was carried 
by another fan to a 
medical post and then 
taken by ambulance to 
hospital where he died two 
hours later, potice said. 

The spokesman said the 
bullet appeared to have 
been fired from a heavy- 
duty rifle and may have 
been a stray shot from a 
shanty-town on one of the 
hillsides which overlook 
the ground. 

Rio shanty-towns are 
home to heavily-armed 
drug traffickers and 
shootouts between gangs 
are common. Traffickers 
also fire shots into the air 
when a new consignment 
of drugs arrives.

harlton. were formed 

in 1905 in an area 
dominated by Rugby.

Chariton remained in 
Division One, but it was 
not until 1953 that they 
came close to the title 
again, even then they 
finished fifth, five points. 
away from the top. The 
next season they recorded 
their largest win, 8-1 over 


Australian game, what 
would you tell him, what 
things keep this club going 
that might help an 
Australian club side?

FA Cup Charlton defeated

In 1959 Charlton lost to 
Aston Villa 1-11.
